If the possession of 
Liaotung isso inimical to Corea, the acquisition 
of "Manchuria. by a strong power, which 
threatens toencroxch upan the north-western 
fronticrs af Corea, is obviously fraught with 
grave danger to that country, as well as to 
Japan. While Japan’s influence in Corea is 
Stronger than that of Russia, she may expect’to 
counteract Russi: influence in Manchuria, 
buty if Russia acquires Manchuria, ‘the political 
influence of .both-countries in Corea being 
nearly equal, Japan will have no advantage 
over Russia. : :

The Momura-Weber Memorandum, Yama- 
gata-Lobanof, and Nishi-Rosen Protocols

Japan has very important relations with Corea 
in the matter of trade, whereas the tradal 
interests of Russia are merely nominal, It is 
not unnatural, therefore, that the Japanese 
people should manifest considerable appre- 
hension, at the present moment, with Russia 
.intending ito occupy the whole of Manchuria, 
thus seriously menacing Japanese interests in 
Gorea.
